When 
the" Parent-Teachers' work was start- 
ed about three years ago not a single 
piece of work of the kind had been 
done by the school children of the 
town. Xo\v along with their studies 
and without any loss in hours devot- 
ed to the hooks has come this develop- 
ment. And with what result? Every 
teacher in the High School reports 
better scholars in the scholastic de- 
partment. 


The work of the hands has caught 


the attention of the children. The crea- 
tion of things has aroused their inter- 
est. 
The school has not 1>een a place 


to escape from but to which they are 
attracted and the patience, thoiough- 
ness. diligence, and order with which 
they are required to go at the creation 
of things develops like qualities dur- 
ing the periods devoted to the educa- 
tion derived from books and with the 
inevitable result that better scholars 
are developed. Parents have noted 
this development in their children and 
have given enthusiastic support to the 
work of encouragement through the 
Parent-Teachers" Association. In fact

A Dignified Democratic Way JDrop-

I am very glad Indeed to have this 


opportunity to address the two houses 
directly and to verify i'or myself the 
Impression that the President of the 
United States is a person, not a mere 
representative 
of 
the 
government, 


hailing Congress from some isolated 
stand of jealous power, sending mes- 
sages, not speaking naturally and with 
his own voice;—that he is a human 
being trying to co-operate with other 
human beings in a common service. 
After this pleasant experience, I shall 
feel quite normal in all our dealings 
with one another. 


I have called the Congress together 


m exuaordinary session because a 
luty was laid upon the party now in 
jower at the recent elections which it 
jueht to perfoim promptly, in order 
hat the burden carried by the peo- 
,ile under existing 'aw may be light- 
ened as soon as possible and in order. 
il<-o. that the business interests of the 
ount:y may not oe Kept too long in 
-uspense as to what the fiscal changes 
ire to be to which they will be re- 
quired to adjust thfir.selves. It is clear 
"o the whole country that the tariff 
1iu:e- must be altered. They must be 
changed to meet the radical alteration 
::i the conditions of. our economic life 
.vhich the country has witnessed with- 
in the last generation. 


While the whole fic-e and method of 


our industrial and commercial life 
were being changed beyond recogni- 
:ion the tariff schedules have remain- 
*d what they were before the change 
•egan. or have moved in me direction 
hey were given when no large cir- 
cumstance of our industrial develop- 
ment was what it is today. Our task 
15 to square them -vith the actual 
facts. The sooner that is done the 
=ooner we shall escape from suffering 
ficm the facts and the sooner our men 
of business will be fiee to thrive by 
the law of nature (the nature of free 
business^ instead of by the law of 
legislation and artificial arrangement. 


We have seen tariff legislation wan- 


der very far afield in our day—very 
far indeed from the field in which our 
prosperity might hare had a normal 
g-owrh and stimulation. Xo one who 
looks the facts squarely in the face or 
knows anything that lies beneath the 
surface or" action can fail to perceive 
the principles upon which recent tariff 
legislation has been based. We long 
ago passed be;-ond the modest notion 
of "protecting" the Industries of the 
country and moved boldly forward to 
the idea that they were entitled to the 
direct patronage of the government. 


For a long time—a time so long that 


the men now active in public policy 
hardly remember the conditions that 
preceded it—we have sought in our 
tariff schedules to give each group of 
manufacturers or producers what they 
themselves thought that they needed 
in order ;o rnaintaiu a practically ex- 
clusive market as against the rest of 
the world. 


Consciously or 
unconsciously, we 


have built up a set of privileges and 
exemptions from competition behind 
which it was easy by any. even the 
crudest, forms of combination to orga- 
nize monopoly: until at last nothing 
Is normal, nothing is obliged to stand 
the tests of efficiency and economy, in 
our world of big business, but every- 
thing thrives by concerted arrange- 
ment. Only new principles of action 
will save us from a final hard crvgrali- 
zation of monopoly and a complete 
loss of the influences that quicken en- 
terprise and keep independent energy 
alive. 


it is plain what those principles 


must be. We must abolish everything 
that bears even the semblance of privi- 
lege or of any kind of artificial advant- 
age, and put our business men and 
producers under the stimulation of a 
constant necessity to be efficient, eco- 
nomical and enterprising, masters of 
competitive supremacy, better work- 
ers and merchants than any in the 
world. Aside from the duties laid 
upon articles which we do not. and 
probably can not. produce, therefore, 
and the duties laid upon luxuries and 
merely for the sake of the revenues 
they yield, the object of the tariff 
duties henceforth laid must be effec- 
tive 
competition, 
the 
whetting of 


American wits by contest with~ the 
wits of the rest of the world. 


It would be unwise to move toward 


this end headlong, with reckless haste, 
or with strokes that cut at the very 
roots of what has grown up amongst 
us by Ions: process and at our own in-; 
vitation. It does not alter a thing to! 
upset it and break it and deprive it of j 
a chance to cbansre. It destroys iiJ 


e must make changes in our fiscal- 


laws, in our fiscal system, whose ob-i 
ject Is development a more free and;

To Make a Tree Grow. 


Professor H. A. surrace, State Zoo- 


logist. Harrisburg, Pa., who has plant- 
ed more trees than any other person 
in the State of Pennsylvania, and has 
aad remarkable success with their 
growing, gives the following plain and 
detailed directions for making trees 
grow: 
in consideration of the ap 


preaching Arbor Days, April llth and 
25th, which have been set by Governor 
Tener in this State, they will be found 
especially timely and helpful. 


"Replying to your inquiries as to 


how to plant a tree correctly, I can 
say fh&t you should have a vigorous 
young tree, to start growth well. I 
prefer one-year-old trees in the fruit 
line, and certainly nothing older than 
three-year-old trees, even for shade 
pui poses. The top should be pruned 
back considerably at the time if plant- 
ing. 
The long or broken roots should 


be pruned off, leaving the stubs not 
rnoie than six inches in length. The 
rcots should be kept damp from the 
time the tree is removed from the 
ground until the transplanting is com- 
pleted. To do this it is a good plan to 
plunge them into a vesel of mud. so 
as to puddle or cover them with mud. 
or cover them with a damp cloth to 
keep sun and wind from them before 
planting. 


"Dig 
a hole two or three feet across 


Make it deep enough that some good 
top ground can be put in the bottom 
of the hole and the tree stand on this, 
and be not more than three inches 
lower than it formerly grew. If you 
come to rocks or poor soil or clay re- 
move these, so the hole can be prop- 
erly deepened. Fill it with good earth 
tramped in firmly, so that the tree 
will stand on this and be firm after 
the planting is completed. Spread the 
rcots in different directions Incline 
the tree five or ten degrees toward the 
prevailing wind, if it is in a region 
where the wind will strike it with 
foi ce. Be sure that it will not be 
planted more than three inches deeper 
than it formerly grew. Less than this 
is generally sufficient. 


"Again, if there are places beneath 


the roots where these do not touch the 
soil, work good earth under them with 
the hands. Then put good soil over 
the roots to a depth of about two or 
three inches. Use no manure or fer- 
tilizer in contact with the roots. 
Tramp this earth as firmly as can be 
done with the feet. Success in mak- 
ins: a tree grow depends upon this firm 
tramping with good soil that is not 
vret enough to cake or become hard, 
and also not too dry. 


"After this fill in the hole with good 


top earth, not using red clay nor 
stones. It is all right to put stones 
over the top or the ground after the 
planting is completed, filling to about 
the level of the ground, but do not 
tramp it again, and do not use water 
at any time, unless it be after the 
final refilling. 
If water Is used be 


careful not to tramp or pack It in the 
least after it is wet."

The^ Humes bill, which the gangsters

average health and intelligence were 
taught in an unheated. open window 
schoolroom. They were weighed every* 
week and were under medical super- 
vision. The windows were never clos- 
ed The children wore extra clothing. 
At the end of twelve weeks the chil- 
dren in the open air school had each 
on an average gained two pounds in 
weight as over against an average 
gain of one pound in weight in a class 
of forty-four children of similar age- 
who had been taught in the ordinary 
closed school room. In an examina- 
tion in school work, the open air chil- 
dren bested the children in the ordi- 
nary schoolroom.
